To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council 
Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  once  again  submitting  my  Annual  Report 
on  the  health  of  the  inhabitants  for  the  year  1962.  The  report  is 
in  two  parts,  the  environmental  service  which  is  the  responsibility 
of  the  Bentley  Council  and  the  personal  health  service  which  is  the 
responsibility  of  the  West  Riding  County  Council  but  which  comes 
under  my  supervision  as  Divisional  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

A mass  of  statistics  and  figures  can  make  very  boring  reading 
and  convey  little  to  the  reader.  I have,  therefore,  added  comments 
where  possible  to  show  how  the  various  services  function. 

The  vital  statistics  are  always  interesting  and  reflect  the  well 
being  and  health  of  the  inhabitants. 

The  statistics  for  1962  show: — 

1.  The  population  increased  from  22,980  to  23,160. 

2.  The  Births  increased  from  472  to  504. 

3.  The  Deaths  increased  slightly  from  228  to  232.  Of  these 
deaths  36  were  due  to  Cancer  and  as  in  1961  7 were 
due  to  Cancer  of  the  Lung. 

4.  No  deaths  occurred  due  to  childbirth. 

5.  The  deaths  of  infants  under  1 year  of  age  fell  from  14  to 
12  giving  a welcome  reduction  in  the  Infantile  Mortality 
Rate. 

6.  The  number  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  was  greatly 
reduced. 
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7.  Three  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  were  confirmed,  all  attending 
the  same  school,  and  none  immunised  against  Poliomyelitis. 
Immediate  steps  were  taken  to  offer  protection  to  all 
who  were  not  immunised  and  who  had  been  in  contact 
with  the  cases. 

8.  The  care  of  the  mentally  sick  and  mentally  handicapped 
is  recorded  in  the  report.  During  the  year  260  mentally 
sick  cases  in  the  Division  were  referred  to  the  Mental 
Welfare  Officer  and  190  of  these  were  admitted  to  hospital. 

9.  The  routine  day  to  day  work  of  visiting,  sampling,  dis- 
infesting and  advising  continued  throughout  the  year. 

10.  The  Welfare  of  the  Aged  is  receiving  more  and  more 
attention  and  in  the  report  will  be  found  an  account  of 
the  various  services  in  operation.  This  area  has  been 
chosen  with  Adwick  to  run  a pilot  warden  scheme  under 
the  Aged  Persons’  Welfare  Committee  for  aged  people 
not  living  in  bungalows. 

My  thanks  are  again  due  to  Mr.  L.  Hay,  the  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector  and  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  for  their 
help  and  co-operation  and  to  all  members,  professional  and  clerical 
of  the  staff  of  the  Divisional  office. 

I would  also  like  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  to  you, 
Mr.  Chairman,  and  the  Members  of  the  Committee  for  the  courteous 
reception  of  my  reports  through  the  year.

COMMENTS  ON  VITAL  STATISTICS 
Population  and  Birth  Rate 

The  Registrar  General’s  figures  continue  to  show  an  increase 
in  the  population,  from  22,980  to  23,160. 

The  Birth  Rate  also  increased,  there  being  504  live  births 
compared  with  472  in  1961. 

Unfortunately,  so  did  the  illegitimate  live  births  there  being 
33  compared  with  16  in  1961.  The  Moral  Welfare  Committee  of 
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the  Archdeaconry  of  Doncaster  and  Rotherham  continues  to  be  most 
helpful  in  these  cases  and  arranges,  with  financial  assistance  from 
the  West  Riding  County  Council,  accommodation  for  unmarried 
mothers  in  Homes  when  requested.

DEATH  RATE 

It  is  very  pleasing  to  note  a reduction  in  the  Infantile  Mortality 
Rate  there  being  12  deaths  under  one  year  of  age  giving  a death 
rate  of  23.8  compared  with  14  deaths  in  1961  and  a rate  of  29.7. 

There  was  a slight  increase  of  4 in  the  number  of  deaths, 
from  228  in  1961  to  232  in  1962.  Deaths  from  Cancer  were  36 
and  of  these  7 males  died  from  Cancer  of  the  Lung.  Nineteen 
deaths  were  attributed  to  Bronchitis  and  16  to  Pneumonia  but  Heart 
Diseases  and  associated  diseases  continue  to  be  the  commonest  cause 
of  death,  there  being  81  such  cases  compared  with  65  in  1961. 
There  was  one  death  from  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  and  no  deaths 
associated  with  childbirth.

6.  WELFARE  OF  THE  AGED. 

This  service  is  sponsored  by  the  Bentley-with-Arksey  Council 
and  the  Committee  for  the  Welfare  of  the  Aged  which  consists  of 
members  of  that  authority  together  with  persons  interested  in  the 
welfare  of  the  aged.  These  services,  which  are  all  free  to  the  old 
people  have  been  administered  from  the  Public  Health  Department 
and  the  activities  during  the  year  have  been  as  detailed  below. 


(a)  Chiropody  Service 

This  service  has  continued  to  operate  efficiently.  The  number 
of  clinics  has  increased  and  there  has  also  been  a marked  increase 
in  the  number  of  domiciliary  visits.

(b)  Meals  Service 

There  has  been  a slight  increase  in  this  service  over  1961.  The 
continued  smooth  operation  is  due  to  the  co-operation  of  all  the 
persons  concerned. 

An  average  of  thirteen  aged  persons  are  able  to  have  a meal 
prepared  for  them  by  the  Home  Help  once  a week.  The  food  is 
collected  from  specified  shops  and  cooked  by  the  Home  Help  in 
the  recipient’s  own  home.  In  addition  to  the  meal  half  a pint  of  milk 
is  supplied. 

During  the  year  581  meals  were  supplied  compared  with  480 
in  1961. 

(c)  Laundry 

(i)  During  the  year  fifteen  blankets  were  laundered  at  a 
cost  of  one  shilling  per  blanket.  This  service  is  free  to  the  old  people 
- the  cost  being  borne  by  the  Committee.  Despite  all  endeavours 
to  increase  the  number  of  persons  taking  advantage  of  this  service 
the  response  has  always  been  poor  and  this  year  proved  no  exception. 

(ii)  The  laundry  in  the  Recreation  Room  is  still  in  opera- 
tion. Although  incontinent  cases  are  not  numerous,  when  such  cases 
arise  it  is  possible  to  deal  with  the  linen  immediately.  Recommenda- 
tions are  from  the  Home  Nurses  and  Health  Visitors. 

(d)  Christmas  Gifts 

This  scheme  was  once  again  extended  for  Christmas  1962,  950 
parcels  being  distributed  compared  with  620  for  1961. 

(e)  Visits  to  the  Aged 

(i)  Don  Valley  High  School 

The  scheme,  now  in  its  second  year,  continued  to  flourish, 
and  is  of  great  value  to  the  old  people  of  Scawthorpe. 
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(ii)  Bentley  High  Street  Secondary  Modern  School 

The  pupils  of  this  school  commenced  a scheme  similar  to 
that  operated  by  the  Don  Valley  High  School.  Visits  to  the  aged 
living  in  the  vicinity  of  the  school  are  carried  out  by  the  children 
in  the  lunch  hour.  The  scheme  is  still  in  its  infancy  but  is  greatly 
appreciated  by  the  aged  persons. 

(f)  Recreation  Room 

This  centre,  opened  in  1959,  is  now  well  established  as  a meeting 
place  for  the  aged  of  the  area.  The  Sub-Committee  continued  to 
organise  the  activities  of  the  centre  - dominoes  and  whist  drives 
proving  to  be  most  popular  pastimes. 

The  centre  consists  of  one  large  room,  kitchen,  laundry  and  small 
spare  room,  and  included  in  the  furnishings,  which  are  extremely 
comfortable,  is  a 17"  two  channel  television  set. 

7.  WARDENS’  SERVICE 

Since  this  scheme  was  inaugurated  in  1958  with  the  appoint- 
ment of  one  Warden  to  visit  the  newly  erected  bungalows  in  The 
Homestead,  it  has  been  greatly  expanded.  During  1962  the  Local 
Authority  appointed  one  full-time  Warden  and  one  relief  Warden  to 
visit  the  bungalows  in  the  Queen’s  Drive  area  and  the  latest  extension 
of  the  scheme  was  the  appointment,  in  March  1963,  of  two  full-time 
Wardens  and  one  relief  Warden  for  the  Pipering  Lane/Park  Road 
bungalows.  This  brings  the  total  number  of  Wardens  employed  by 
the  Local  Authority  to  11  full-time  and  6 reliefs  visiting  356  dwellings. 

In  addition  to  the  Wardens  employed  by  the  Local  Authority, 
two  Wardens  and  1 relief  Warden  were  appointed  during  the  year 
by  the  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee  to  visit  the  private  houses 
in  the  Bentley  Road  area.  This  makes  the  total  number  of  Wardens 
throughout  the  area  thirteen,  visiting  some  396  dwellings. 

The  Bentley  Road  scheme  which  is  a pilot  scheme  has  the  same 
conditions  of  service  as  the  Council  scheme  but  operation  proved  more 
difficult  as  the  area  was  widespread.  The  list  of  persons  requesting 
visits  varies  much  more  than  was  anticipated  and  at  the  present 
time  each  Warden  visits  20-25  houses  and  travels  approximately 
two  and  a half  miles  each  day  in  the  course  of  duty.  There  are 
1,537  houses  in  the  Bentley  Road  area,  388  Council  and  1,149 
privately  owned.  Every  effort  has  been  made  to  ensure  that  all  old 
people  who  would  benefit  by  the  services  of  a Warden  receive  this 
service.  A full  report  on  this  pilot  scheme  will  be  submitted  to  the 
West  Riding  County  Council  in  October. 

Mrs.  Oakes  one  of  the  Homestead  wardens  resigned  during  the 
year  because  of  ill  health.  Owing  to  the  change  of  policy  regarding 
these  Homestead  houses  in  that  they  are  no  longer  to  be  allocated 
to  aged  persons  but  to  younger  people  it  was  decided  not  to  appoint 
another  full-time  warden  but  for  the  relief  wardens  to  undertake  the 
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duty  on  a rota  system.  This  proposed  change-over  to  younger  tenants 
will  be  gradual  and  it  will  be  some  time  before  the  warden  service  is 
seriously  affected. 

With  the  exception  of  one  Warden,  all  have  telephones  installed 
in  their  homes  and  the  matter  is  in  hand  for  this  Warden.  The 
telephone  is  proving  an  important  link  between  the  Warden  and  the 
Health  Department  and  helps  in  the  efficiency  of  the  scheme.  In 
addition  to  telephone  contact,  personal  contact  is  kept  with  the 
Wardens  by  each  Warden  visiting  the  Health  Department  at  least 
once  a week.  The  card  index  system  is  still  in  operation.  An 
illuminated  sign  “Warden”  is  to  be  erected  outside  each  Warden’s 
home  and  the  work  commenced  during  April,  1963. 

Any  initial  resistance  to  this  scheme  has  been  overcome  and  the 
service  is  welcomed  by  all  the  aged.  Indeed,  the  bitter  winter  of 
1962  proved  the  importance  of  the  service  and  the  assistance  of  all 
the  Wardens  was  in  great  demand.

(d)  Cleanliness  Inspections

8.  Mental  Health  Service 

The  Staff  consists  of  two  Mental  Welfare  Officers  and  their 
work  continues  to  expand. 

The  Mental  Welfare  Officers  are  responsible  for  admissions  to 
hospital  and  after-care  work.  During  the  year  260  cases  were 
referred  and  190  were  admitted  to  hospital. 

There  is  an  excellent  liaison  between  the  Mental  Welfare 
Officers,  General  Practitioners  and  Hospital  staff.  Practitioners  have 
been  informed  of  the  availability  and  the  areas  of  the  officers.  For 
night  calls  practitioners  have  been  advised  to  telephone  the  Ambulance 
Depot  which  is  supplied  with  the  rota  for  all  weekend,  night  and 
holiday  duties.  This  help  from  the  staff  of  the  Ambulance  Depot 
has  been  of  the  greatest  value. 


Training  Centre  — Adwick-le-Street 

The  pupils  at  this  centre  are  conveyed  by  bus  from  the  surround- 
ing areas  and  a mid-day  meal  is  provided  at  the  centre. 

The  social  activities  are  extremely  well  attended  by  parents  and 
friends,  and  there  was  a general  expression  of  appreciation  of  the 
work  carried  out  at  the  centre. 

There  is  now  a junior  wing  and  a senior  wing.  In  the  latter 
commercial  work  is  gradually  being  undertaken  and  it  is  hoped  that 
a scheme  will  soon  be  instituted  whereby  a small  payment  will  be 
made  to  all  attending  the  senior  wing  for  their  work.

9.  Speech  Therapist 

This  Division  still  lacks  the  services  of  a full  time  Speech 
Therapist.  The  services  of  a part  time  Speech  Therapist  have  been 
obtained,  but  she  is  only  able  to  deal  with  a very  small  proportion 
of  children  requiring  help. 

10.  Recuperative  Home  Treatment 

Under  the  West  Riding  County  Council’s  scheme  nine 
patients  were  admitted  to  Recuperative  Homes  during  the  year. 
Admission  to  these  homes  is  on  a doctor’s  recommendation  and 
each  case  is  assessed  on  a scale  of  charges. 
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In  addition,  a mother  and  three  children  were  admitted  to 
a home  which  carries  out  rehabilitation  work  to  problem  families. 

11.  Problem  Families 

A co-ordinating  Committee,  for  which  I am  the  Designated 
Officer,  meets  regularly  to  discuss  these  families.  Representatives 
from  interested  bodies  including  the  Children’s  Department,  Welfare 
Department,  National  Assistance  Board,  Probation  Officers,  NSPCC, 
and  Public  Health  Inspectors  are  invited. 

The  County  Council  will,  in  certain  cases,  guarantee  rent  pay- 
ments over  a limited  period  in  order  to  try  to  prevent  the  break-up 
of  the  family.  Of  the  twelve  families  discussed  during  the  year 
two  were  assisted. 

12.  Ambulance  Facilities 

This  scheme  still  operates  satisfactorily.  There  is  a free 
ambulance  and  sitting  car  twenty-four  hour  service  for  everyone. 
The  vehicles  are  stationed  at  Yarborough  Terrace,  Bentley  and  are 
available  on  request  from  doctors  and  nurses  or  from  the  general 
public  in  an  emergency. 

13.  Special  Examinations 

Throughout  the  year  special  examinations  are  carried  out  for 
the  Council  of  all  staff  (officials  and  workmen)  who  commence 
work  for  the  Council.  Medical  examinations  and  consultations  are 
also  held  with  members  of  the  staff  who  have  prolonged  absence  with 
sickness. 

Similar  examinations  are  carried  out  for  the  West  Riding  County 
Council  and  also  of  intending  teachers  prior  to  admission  to  college.

PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  AND 

OTHER  DISEASES 

The  infectious  diseases  showed  a marked  decrease  in  1962, 
there  being  63  notifications  compared  with  300  in  1961.  Included 
in  the  63  cases  were  3 Poliomyelitis,  51  Measles  and  8 Scarlet  Fever. 

The  3 cases  of  Poliomyelitis  were  confirmed  as  2 Paralytic  and 
1 Non-paralytic.  The  victims  were  a girl  of  11  years  and  two 
boys  both  aged  8 years.  All  attended  the  same  school,  the  two  boys 
being  in  the  same  class,  and  all  three  were  unprotected  against  the 
disease.  An  intensive  vaccination  campaign  was  commenced,  clinics 
being  held  in  the  area  and  all  schools  visited.  The  cases  occurred 
during  the  last  two  weeks  of  school  term  and  it  was  necessary, 
therefore,  to  cancel  the  Speech  Day  and  curtail  the  competitors  in 
the  Annual  Sports  to  those  who  had  received  full  protection  against 
Poliomyelitis.  The  two  boys  made  a complete  recovery  but  the 
girl  is  wearing  a caliper  and  still  attends  for  physiotherapy  twice 
a week. 

During  the  year  there  was  a severe  outbreak  of  smallpox  in 
the  country;  the  nearest  cases  to  this  area  being  in  the  Bradford 
district.  This  resulted  in  a great  demand  for  smallpox  vaccination 
from  the  general  public,  particularly  from  those  travelling  abroad 
as  other  countries  insisted  on  travellers  from  England  being  in  the 
possession  of  a valid  international  certificate.  At  one  period  vaccine 
was  in  short  supply  and  protection  was  limited  to  contacts  and 
persons  for  whom  it  was  essential  to  have  the  protection.  As  the 
vaccine  situation  eased,  the  department  was  kept  extremely  busy 
coping  with  the  incessant  enquiries  and  the  extra  clinics  which  were 
held  almost  daily.

Care  and  After-Care  of  Tuberculosis  and  Chest  Conditions 

A special  Committee  for  this  purpose  has  been  established  for 
some  years.  The  Committee  consists  of  lay  members  and  represen- 
tatives of  the  Medical  Officers  of  Health  in  Doncaster  and  District. 
Financial  assistance  is  given  to  the  Committee  by  the  West  Riding 
County  Council  and  the  Doncaster  County  Borough. 

It  has  been  possible  to  help  many  cases  with  clothing,  bedding, 
etc.  This  Committee  carries  out  most  useful  work  and  the  advice 
of  the  special  Health  Visitors  for  Tuberculosis  is  always  available. 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  Consultant  Physician,  milk  is 
provided  free  to  all  active  Tuberculous  patients.
